Berlin, Sept. 7.— Tho Post (Free Con 
servativc) Bays of the Emperor's recent 
speech : " Hia declaration for religion, 
morality and order against the forces of the 
revolution, will find a loud echo throughout 
tho land." 

The National Zeitung (National Liberal) 
says : " We oannot sympathize with those 
who dony that anybody has the right to ex- 
press his political opinions by parliamentary 
opposition." 

The Radical journale have put out their 
nottlea as usual, The Vossischo Zeitung 
says.: "The ivy rathor lives on the tree 
than protects it. When tho atorme come 
the trees doea not require any ivy to protect 
it, if its roots have atruok into sound 
ground. Tho speech doea reveal which 
party the emperor regards as tho profes 
sinnul opponents of hia government." 

Tho Volka Zaitutig Bay8 : " Tha agrarians 
will be unablo to avoid a responso to the Em- 
peror's appeal to oloae their rank8 and sup- 
port thegovernment." 

The BoorBen Zeitung Bays: " It is a sign 
of the times that tho Emperor attributes the 
duty of proteoting tho oak to the nobility 
alone. His Majesty's other faithful subjects 
would hail an appeal to them to fight for 
him against the Social Demoarata and 
Anarchiata." 

The Tageblatt says : " It is quito charac- 
teristic of our present political situation that 
the Emperor should be forced repeatedly to 
bring hia authority to boar on tho opposi- 
tion of the Prussian nobility. Evidently he 
desired to build for them a golden bridgo on 
which they return to tho government's Bide 
and aid it in the strugglo against the revo- 
lutionary movement. We trust that the 
Emperor's referencea pointed only to spir- 
itual combat, not to new repressive laws." 

FAST STEAMERS. 

Lord Brassey Favors Mr. Hnddart's Acceler- 
ated Mall Service Proposals. 

London, Sept. 7. — Lord Brassey says in a 
long letter to bo published in the Times to- 
morrow : " My friend, Mr. James Huddart, 
has asked me to assist him to put before the 
Britiah publio the Advantages of an acc.ler- 
ated mail service between England, Canada 
and Auitra'la. He argues that, even if 
Canada have a special interest in establish- 
ing a new trade and postal route aoross the 
vast Dominion, Britiah interests aro hardly 
inferior in the matter of oommunloations 
between the oolonies. Moreover, while 
Canada will find a large proportion of the 
money, all the expenditure to construct 
ships will bo incurred by the United King- 
dom. In assisting tho scheme, conditions 
might bo inserted requiring the conveyance 
at low rates of troops to Hongkong, and of 
relief crows to the Australian, Pacifio and 
China stations. It might be insisted that 
the plans of the new ships insure their fit- 
ness for service as scouts and auxiliary 
cruiaera. The subsidy might be partly 
made by a reduotion of the amounts now 
paid for maii servicia by other routes." 

Aa regards the statement that the Gulf 
of St. Liwrenco was difficult to navigate, 
Lord Brassey says : " The lino haa been 
free from disaster for many years. If the 
present proprietora had been men of the 
same enterprise aod with the same induce- 
menta to fnco risks in business as tho found- 
ers of tho line they would have put on ves- 
sels which would havo beou capable of earn- 
ing tho subsidy which has boen granted to 
a rival. Tho government ought not to push 
economy too far. High apeod services cm 
only to performed by subsidized steamers. 
Moreover, in the inter* sts of imporitti unity, 
when such a conference as the ono at 
Ottawa aska for co-operation, it would bo 
unwiae to refuco. Thu dociEion in tho whole 
matter largely dcpcnd8 on tho Earl of 
Jeraey'a reports. If ho recommends the 
aubaidy no hcuitation ought to bo ahotvn." 

AMEKICIN NEWS. 



GLADSTONE'S SUBSCRIPTION. 

The Ex-Prcmler's Contribution Still the Sub- 
ject of Controversy Among Irishmen. 

DUBLIN, Sept. 7.— The contributions 
made by Mr. Gladstone and Lord Tweed- 
mouth to the Irish parliamentary fund are the 
subject of a letter which will appear in tho 
Freeman's Journal to-morrow. The signers 
of the letter aro William Murphy and 
Joseph Moonoy, both direotora of the Free- 
man'a Journal. They deoline to sanction the 
articles publiahed recently in favor of ac- 
cepting the two contributions in question, 
and argue that the Irish parliamentary fund 
should be sustained only by Irishmen. They 
say that they proposed a resolution of thiB 
purport in tho directors' meeting to-day, 
but wore refoated, as the ohairman cast the 
deciding vote against it.

Jailor Webatcr aayB 
that at 4 o'olock in the morning ho appear- 
ed all right as he wae at that timo tulkiug 
with him. A littlo lator he discovered that 
something was wrong with him. Dr. Sima 
was nailed in without avail as ho died about 

o'clook, threo hours later. A bottle con- 
taining a Eolution of morphire was found 
under his bed, also a piper containing mor- 
phino powders was found in hia cell upon 
being searched. It ia not known how ho 
obtained tho poison. 

Umbrella Trust. 

New York, Sopt. 7.— Tho umbrella trust, 
whjoh waB organized about three years ago 
under tho name of the Umbrella Company, 
with §8,000,000 capital, having branch 
houaoa in nearly all tho Iargn citicB, went in- 
to tho handa of a recoivor on July 10. To 
morrow tho trust will pay its ontiro liBt of 
oroditors at tho rate of 100 conts on the dol- 
lar. Tho Umbrolla Company was organ- 
ized by tbo loading firms of tho United 
States.

London, Sept. 7.— (Special)— At the 
general annual meeting of the Bank of 
BritlBh North America to-day, Sir Riohard 
Glyn, the chairman, said that the result of 
the last half year's business had beon dis- 
appointing. It was impossible to lend 
money at paying rates, which seriously 
affeoted the profits of the bank. He paid a 
high compliment to Canada in regard to the 
way in which her commercial concerns had 
come through the depression. 

Sir Charles Tupper haa completely re- 
covered. He says the reports of his recent 
illness wore greatly exaggerated.

KOREAN WAR. 



Slow Progress Being Made— Japan Sends Out 
a New General Commanding. 

Shanghai, Sept. 7. — War operations are 
making Blow progress. It ia reported that 
tho Japanese havo threatened to withdraw 
their promise not to molest Shanghai if 
the Kiangnan [arsenal hero is not closed. 
This throat is supposed to be the indirect 
motive which may possibly provoke the 
interference of Great Britain, as the arsenal 
is pronounoed to bo an important estab- 
lishment. 

A strong Japaneso force haa ocoupied a 
largo inland ten mike northwest of Port 
Arthur and will mako it a base of operation. 
Food and clothing iB being stored, and 
houses are being erected in preparation for a 
long siege on tho part of the Japanese. 

A Yokohama dispatch Bays Japanese Mar- 
shal Yearn Esito left for Korea on Thursday 
to aeBume command of the Japanese army 
in that country. It is said tho Japanese 
fotcea in Korea will soon number one hun- 
dred thousand. 

New Haven, Conn., Sept. 7.— The Win- 
ohestor Repeating Arms Company, of this 
city, has just comploted and shipped to the 
Chincso government 100,000,000 rounds of 
ammunition. It waa sent by rail to tho 
Pacific Coast. 

London, Sept. 7. — Tho Standard will aay 
to-morrow in a leader on the Emperor 
William's spoooh : "The Emperor's utter- 
ances aro in harmony with tho spirit of the 
time of universal aull'rage. Ha iB dissatisfied 
with tho old legislative methods, and likea 
to bo brought faco to face with men."

DEBS' DELIVERANCES. 

One of the Telegrams With Which He Kept 
Up the Courage of the 8trlkerB. 

ClIIOAQO, Sopt. 7. — Edwin Mtilford and 
hiB stack of telegrams consumed the entire 
timo yeaterday in the contempt cases 
against the officers and directors of the Am- 
erican Railway Union. President Debs was 
in court early and remained throughout tho 
proceedings. The following ia a fair sample 
of the tolegrama offered in evidence : 

"To E. R. Eldridgc, Laadvillo, Colo. Do 
not bo frightened by injunctions, arrests or 
troops. I havo got a house full of them. 
ThiB ib common all over. This fight ia now 
against tho monoy powor and combined mo- 
nopoly to annihilate Labor and enslave 
thoso dependent upon Labor, backed up 
by injunctions, arrests and troops. 
Children and childish men have no 
part hi it. Only strong men and 
broad minds can free Labor. You in 
Colorado ought to understand what tho gold 
money power moans, and bo willing to reject 
it, oven to starvation.

Bolves? Tho nowaboya have struck and 
boycotted tho subsidized proas. Let nono 
roturn to work until tho General Managers' 
Association agree in writing to reinstate 
every man tho country ovor. Good men 
will win this fight.

It waa sent 
under dato of July 10, oight days after the 
WoodB-Grossoup injunction was issued. 

G. F. Craokel, on employe in tho Revere 
houso telegraph ollice, testified that tho 
American Railway Union'8 secretary, Syl- 
vester Keliher, paid for tho telegram which 
had boen read. When chequea were given 
in payment they woro signed by Dobs and 
Keliher. .

VANCOUVER, Sept. 7. — Tho Chinese secre- 
tary of the Highbinders' Socioty of Nanai- 
mo, who is alleged to havo attempted to ab- 
Bcond with $750 of tho eooioty's money, and 
who waB caught on board tho EmpreBS of 
Japan just as she waa loaving, was taken to 
Nanaimo to day to atand his trial. 

In chambers to-day Judge Drake passed 
an order for tho destruction of 112 shacks, 
to bo destroyed immediately, with the ex- 
ception of those owned by 'longshoremen at 
present engaged on the Empress of China, 
'longshoremen being given a few days' grace 
and seven otherB two weeks' grace for audi 
ciont roasous. When Juatico Drake was in- 
formed that a man had been buying up the 
shacks, ho answered that ha waa doing it at 
his own risk, aud was not in tho employ- 
ment of tho government. 

Henry C. Rew, tho inventor of a now 
method of making water gua, is in tho city. 
The Lowe Byatem, with its many modifica- 
tions, was the syatem adopted before Mr. 
Lowo'b invention. By this method coke or 
anthracite coal was used for fuel, both very 
expensive. By Mr. Bew's discovery bitu- 
minous coal in coked by direat heat, immedi- 
ately utilizing the rosultine coke for the 
manufacturing c f gas and enriching the water 
KM by the coal thus generated. Mr. Row is 
making overtures to the authorities to start 
gas works here on hia system. He promises 
very cheap gas. 

The work of the Presbyterian Sunday 
school convention terminated last evening.

ANOTHER RUSSIAN PRINCE 



The Czar's Commissioner for the Si- 
berian Railway Arrives on 
the "Empress." 



He Visits Korea, but Does Not Think 
Much of the 
War. 



Vancouver, Sept. 7. — (Special)— A Rus- 
sian Prince hao been unearthed among tho 
neonnd class passengers of the last Empresa. 
He got a second clasB passenger ticket by 
mistake so hia fellow passenger, Mr. Fee, 
explains. The Colonist reporter intorviow- 
ed Mr. Foe and Prince Koudaohuff, that be- 
ing His Highness'a name. The Prince is a 
commiaaioner of tho Russian Government's 
transcontinental railroad across the conti- 
nent of Asia, while Mr. Fae ia ohief engineer 
of the road and the only Euglish engineer 
in Siberia. Both gentlemen talked froely. 
They took to-day's Canadian Pacific ac- 
ross the continent on thoir way 
to England. Prince Koudaohuff has under 
his superintendence during the few summer 
months in which they are able to work 3,000 
Siberian conviota and 1,000 Chinamen. The 
Chinamen do all the stone work and the 
conviota all the earth works. The oonvict 
labor is oonaidered to be better than Chin 
oee, but not as good as English or American 
white labor. Three hundred miles of the 
road has been built east from Vladivostok 
The oxtent of tho road is 5,000 miles. The 
oountry through whloh the road passes ia 
rich in minerals, copper and tin being turned 
over on tho surface of the ground. There 
are besides large tracts of grain grown by 
the convicts. 

The travellers wero in Korea three weeks 
ago. They did not see any evidence of 
the fighting which according to the reports 
is going on. At Aaan, whero a great battle 
is aaid to have taken place, Chinamen are 
camped on one side of the river and Japan- 
eae on the other, and all tho day long they 
lift their hate to one another and exchange 
sarcastic greetings across the river. Here 
an engagement took place ; fifty peoplo were 
wounded, but none killed. The Japs dis- 
torted this into a great victory.. Tho Chi- 
nese when they left had the beat of it by 
sea. Mr. Fee saw one Japanese warship 
with her decks awept clean. The Chinese 
warship had met a Japanoao warship near 
Sooul and ran up tho white 11 ig. Tho Jap- 
anese taking it for a surrender approached 
within a few yards, when the Chinoae war- 
ship openod a broadeido and disabled the 
Jap at one volley. Two Japanese warshipB 
hovo in Bight and the Chinamen skipped. 
The travellers passed right through where 
the war was going on, in a Japanese 
steamer.

London, Sept. 7.— Tbe Dublin EveniDg 
Eoho, in its iaaua to-day, says it; is able to 
state thab the anti-P^mellite section of the 
Irish parliamentary party regards the dis- 
closures regarding the oheoU for £100 given 
by Mr. Gladstone to the Irish parliamentary 
fund as the mosteerioin they have been con- 
fronted with sinoo Mr. Parnell'a death. 

It is understood chat Mr. McCarthy, the 
leader of the anti-Pamollites, will profit by 
the first opportunity to retire from the lead- 
ership. In the event of hia retirement there 
will be a determined fight, Timothy Healy 
has set his mind upon the position, and is 
preparing to Btarc a now daily newspaper 
with money supplied by a wealthy friend. 

The bishop of Qrgel, France, has issued ft 
pastoral letter, claiming 1 1 at he is tho sols 
ruler in Andorra, and will no longer admit 
the suzerainty of Franco. Andorra ia a 
neutral country, with the namo of a rcpub 
lie, situated on the south slope of tho Pyre 
near, between the French department of 
Ariego and the Spanish province of Lorida 
The government conaiats of twenty-f jurcon 
suls elected by the people. Tho inhabitants 
are mostly shepherds, who speak tho Italian 
language. 

The British warship Rlngarooma, eight 
guna, a twinoorow cruiser of 2.57."> tons and 
■1 000 horse powor, in ashore on a root off 
Mallioollo ieland, New Hebridea. The 
Brltiah warBhips Dirt, Lizird and Waterloo 
have been ordered to the spot, and tho 
Frenoh cruisors Soorff and Loyaub s have a' o 
started for the island to try and be of as- 
sistance to tho foundered warships. The 
officers and crew of the vessel are safe. 

The Moorish reboU have completely routed 
a government army at Tadian. 

Negotiations are said to be proceeding be- 
tween England and Turkey with reference 
to tho proposed exchange of the island of 
Cyprus, plus £12,000,000 for the island of 
Crete. 

The recont collisions with Chief Nana's 
tribesmen at the mouth of the Benin liver in 
West Africa, in whioli several English sub- 
jeots were killed or wounded, has dooided 
the English government to send gunboats to 
puniBh Chief Nana. The trouble arises 
from tbe opposition of the natives to Briliah 
traders. 

The Pope is preparing an encyclical letter 
to the bishops and people of the United 
States. It announces the absolute supre- 
macy of the apoBtolic delegate in church 
mattors in the United States, with a simple 
right of appeal to the Pope. The apostolio 
delegate will tako tho place of the pro- 
paganda of the faith in directing religious 
affairs in the United States. 

Ex-Premier Stambuloff on leaving the 
court at Sofia, Bulgaria, after being re- 
leased on bail on a charge of libelling 
Prince Ferdinand, wsb stoned by the angry 
mob. One man struck Stambuloff with a 
stone, ciueing a alight injury. Soldiers 
finally dispersed the mob and rescued him, 
A dispatoh to the Standard from Vienna 
says that M. Stambuloff was rendered tem- 
porarily nnconaoious. Tho oonflicb between 
Prince Ferdinand and M. Stambuloff is 
proving pernicious to ix>th men and lively 
days are in store. The crisis will not pass 
without important ohanges, and people who 
are about to judge eventa already consider 
that the throne of Prinoe Ferdinand will bo 
Bhaken to its foundation. 

Samuel Morris, Healeyite, has beon elect- 
ed to parliament for South Kilkenny yester- 
day without opposition. 

By the exploalon of a boiler on the 
steamer Tannamay, bound from Port Louii 
for Bombay, four people were killed and 
seven injured. The vessel was badly dam- 
aged. 

The cafo San Carlos at Turin has beon 
wrecked by a bomb thrown by an anarchist 
named Solero. No person was hurt. Solero 
has been arrested. 

According to a statement of the National 
Z=itung the Emperor struck off the names of 
three from tbe list <f thoao invited to tho 
banquet on the ocoalon of his recent visit 
to Koenigsberg, on account of tho course 
pursued by these gentlemen in the agrarian 
agitation which preceded the passage by the 
reichatag of tho Kuasia German commercial 
treaty. Count Frledriohatein, who was one 
of the atrongeBt BupporterB of the Rusoian 
treaty, has been created Count of tho Red 
Eagle. 

The Emperor of Germany in a Bpeech at a 
banquet last evening, said the burdonB the 
farmers of East Prussia have had to bear 
during the last four yours had made thorn 
doubt as to his ability to keep the promieeB 
mado to them.

PYTHIAN GRAND LODGE. 

Tbe Language of the Order Tbat of the Coun- 
try the Members Live In— Restriction 
of Membership. 

Washington City, Sept. 7- — The much- 
mooted German question wbb decided by 
the Supremo Lodge of the Knights of 
Pythias yoaterday by a decisive votn against 
permitting the ubo of the ritual in any othor 
than the English language. Two votes: woro 
taken, first on tho substitution of the 
minority report to givo Gorman lodges five 
years grace in which to adopt tho English 
ritual. It resulted 74 to 71 against tho 
minority report. Then tho majority voto 
was adopted by a voto of 79 to 3(> 

Sitting in committee of the whole tho 
lodge has approved tho report barring saloon* 
koopors, bartendorB and professional gam- 
blers from admission to tho order. 

Tho gist of the majority report is given in 
the following recommendation : 

" That tho Suprome Lodge roannounoo 
and uflirm tho doolaration made at tho 
KauBaB City sosBion, and that honcoforth 
and forovermoro tho ritual uaed in this and 
all othor Engliah spoaking nationB be printod 
in the Engliah language only, and that 
when tho standard of our order shall bo 
planted in any country spoaking othor than 
the English languago, tho ritual therein 
used shall be printed, and all oonoerna ovor 
which the body has oontrol, shall be con- 
ducted only in tho language of such govern* 
ment, to tho end thab it may bo known to 
nil men and all nations that surround our 



altar that tho Pythian Knights are taught, 
as one of tho cardinal principles of our 
order, tu dying loyalty and devotion to the 
government tn which they owe their allegi 
ance, whtther it be the land of their birth 
or the country of their adoption," 

It also commended the Supremo Chare il- 
lor for hia notion in upholding the law In 
this mutter, and waB signed by four mom- 
bars of the committee— -Stanton L. Cartor, 
Thomas D, Mears, L P. Hunt and Aaron 
My^rs. John H. Pubso, of Indianapolis, 
wbb the author of the minority report, whioh 
recommended that the lodgeB whioh have re- 
mained loyal to tho Suprome Lodgo and were 
working with rituals in other languages 
when the last ritual was promulgated be fur- 
nished with rituals in the language they 
were previously UBing for a period of five 
yoara, after which thoy Hhall surrender 
them and use only the Engliah. 

Three hours' dobate waa had. The prin- 
cipal speech for tho minority was made by 
Ropresontativo Foathoratone, from Wis- 
consin, arid for the majority by Representa- 
tive Carter, of California. It was argued 
againat the minority proposition that if 
five yeara were granted the Gorman lodges 
they would apply for another extenaion of 
time at the end of that period, and the 
whole question would have to be fought 
over. 

Sitting in committee of tho whole, the 
lodge has approved the unanimous report 
of the committee on the statement of order 
recommonding that saloon keopers, bar- 
tendora and professional gamblera be de- 
clared ineligible to memborahip, but not af- 
feoting those who have already become 
members. The question has not been 
aoted upon by tho Su[rjmo Loig?. The 
Bamo committee recommends that the Su- 
premo Lodfie proclaim against the use of 
tho name of PythlaniBm in connection with 
side ranks, 



U. S. THEASUBY ORDER. 

Secretary CftrllBle'n Latest Instructions Kc- 
garding the New Tariff Law. 

Washington, Sept. 7.—Sooretary Car- 
liele thla afternoon issuod an official circular 
regarding tho marking, etc , of goods under 
Beotion S of tho new tariff law, in regard to 
which much uncertainty of construction Iiub 
existed. After quoting the section in extinso 
tho Secretary BayB : "This section differs 
from section 6 of the act of Oatobor 1, IS90 
(MoKinloy law), in requiring a statement of 
the quantity of contents and in withholding 
the delivery of goodB until they shall be 
duly marked etc. In order to afford a 
reasonable time for oompliftnoe with the 
above seotion, it will be enforoed, so far as 
relates to tho statement of quantities, only 
upon merchandise shipped from abroad after 
August 28, 1S94. 

" The department holds that the indica- 
tion of tho country of origin, under thia sec- 
tion, need not necesaarily be reatricted to 
the declration of the name of such country, 
but may be accepted under whatever form, 
provided tho goods contain unmistakable 
evidence of their origin, without misleading 
marks or signs. 

" It is further hold that tho requirements 
in respect to ' quantity or contents ' applieB 
only to packages and not to separate ar- 
ticles. To interpret the Beclion otherwise 
would involve tho measurement of every 
Bpool of cotton and the gauging of every 
bottle of wine. It may be inferred that the 
purpose of thia enactment was the protec- 
tion of the consumer from loss through frau- 
dulent overstatement of the" numbers or 
cjuantltities of articles contained in any 
package offered for sale. 

"Certain classes of goods are, respective- 
ly, put up in packages of recogniz.-d and uni- 
form quantities A mere inapeotion of auoh 
packagoa will Buffice to determine the fact 
of their conformity, or non conformity aa the 
oaBO may be, with the established praotices 
of the trade. If the former condition ia 
manifest, no further 'indication' of the 
quantity of contents is needed. Ab for ex- 
ample, ordinary bags of coffee or barrels of 
flour of regular elzts, do not require explioit 
statements in order to indicate the quan- 
tity of contents. 

" It is the purpose of the department to 
so construe the section, that, without an 
evasion of its provisions, necessary obstruc- 
tion and hardship to importers may be 
avoided. 

1 The chief officers of tho customs are 
authorized to decide, in accordance with 
the above instructions, without roferonce to 
tho department, questions arising under the 
administration of tho sections above speci- 
fied." (signed) John G. Carlisle, Secy.

VICTORIA'S STREETS. 

It is not a little surprising that the City 
Fathers do not take some trouble to make 
the streets tidy. From one end of the oity 
to the other the thoroughfares appear to be 
uacared for. Wherever one turns in his 
walks abroad there is something to offend 
the eye. Wo do not Bpeak of the obstacles 
that are left in many places to annoy pedea- 
trianB much longer than is noceaaary, but 
of the generally neglected appearance of the 
atreeta and sidewalks. It would take but 
very little labor to remove the many 
unsightly objecta that give the town 
a slovenly appearance, and to make 
tho (mall repairs that aro needed 
»> keep thtm in good order. Attempts 
have been made to make Government 
streot leas unsightly and unaavory than the 
slackness of tho corporation have caused it 
to be, but the sweeping and shovelling have 
bsen done at the time of day moat inconven- 
ient for the buBinoss men. Instead of hav- 
ing the stroet cleaned in the early morning 
before the Bhopa open and traffic commences, 
the unpleasant work is done late in the fore- 
noon, when it is most inconvenient for the 
shopkeepers and most unpleasant fjr other 
oitizens. 

We cannot refrain from paying once more 
that the condition in which Government 
streot is kept ordinarily is a disgrace to the 
Corporation, and just now, when 
tho sowera are being dug, the work is done 
bo aa to subject tho business men on it and 
the general public to the greatest possible 
inconvenience. The dyke of foul-smelling 
earth that has boen raised in front of several 
of the establishments would tot bo allowed 
to remain where it ia twenty-four houra in 
any other city that wo know of, This, how- 
ever, is an abnormal state of things. But 
the hack-stand is there always, and nearly 
every street in the city has tho neglected 
appearance that wo complain of. Wo nre 
afruid that as long as tho citizens depend 
upon tho Council to mako tho city look neat 
and trim, there will bo no improve- 
ment, We have seen what has 
boon dono in IndianapoliB by tho 
voluntary and public-spirited aotion 
of tho citizens in thoir privato oapaoity, and 
we find that in the matter of atreot swoop- 
ing, tho peoplo of San FranoiBco also have 
takon tho work into thoir own hands. Find- 
ing tho Corporation deaf to thoir complaints 
and protests, they formed a Merchants' 
Association. This is what tho Argonaut 
says about this organization and tho work 
it haa found ilsalf cnmpellod to do : 

Recently the retail merchants of San 
Francisco, tilled with a miDgling of disgust 
and despair ovor the filthy ooudition of the 
city, organized in tho interests of oloanlinoos 
undor tho name of " Tho .Merchants' Asso- 
ciation." Tho oity pays contractors oighty 
thousand dollars a year for cleaning the 
streets, but thoy are not cleaned. A 
patented nnohino rumbles ovor aomu of the 
streets some of tho time, and ovor nono of 
them all of tho time. Yet tho duBt and tho 
dirt work everywhere and all day. Tho 
Morchunta' Asaociation havo discovorod 
that tho way to nweep tho atreeta is to 
sweep them. Although thoy have, aa tax- 
payers, already paid for swooping tho 
Btreote, they uro, as individuals, paying for 
i*. ovor vgain. Idoh merchant is assessed 
tfn cents a day por twonty-fivo foot of front- 
age, Thoy will save by thoir aotion twenty 
times that amount in damage hitherto dono 
to goods by duet, With the monoy thus 
collected thoy havo set tho unemployed at 



work with brooms and boxes, and thua aro 
doing good both ways — making the city clean 
and helping deserving men. It aoema odd, 
bat it has taken San Francisco about forty 
years to discover how to keep her streets 
clean. Yet older cities in tho Old World 
found it out a long time ago. It ia simple — 
a man, a broom, and continuous BweepiDg. 
The streets of cities like London, Paris, and 
Vienna oro swept steadily from daylight un- 
til dark. It is only after nightfall that one 
seta any filth or rubbish upon tho pol shed 
paves of Paris 

We fear that unlosa the oitizansof Victoria 
do something like this, they will always havo 
to blush for their city when they walk 
through it in company with strangers. Tho 
oivio authorities do not aeem to havo the 
lca't notion that it is thoir duty to 
keep ihe parts of the city which 
are under thoir exclusive care clean and 
neat. Thoy themsolves we are sure would 
be surprised and pleased to find what an im- 
provement a littlo wall direoted labor would 
mako in tho appearance of the oity. Will 
Victoria over bo the pleasant placo to livo in 
that it could be made, if thoso who had tho 
management cf ita affairs didwhatthey could 
to promote the comfort and convenience of 
its inhabitants ? 



THE NEW TARIFF. 

Business appeara to be reviving in tho Uni- 
ted States. Tho passugo of the tariff bill 
has had a decidedly enlivening effect. The 
trade papers aro cheerful in their tono. 
Thoy all soom to beliovo that as tho poriod 
of uncertainty in mattora of trado has como 
to an end, busineas, in all itB ramifications, 
will receive an impetus whioh will soon bo 
perceptible evorywhoro. The American 
Banker Baya : 

" The passage of tho tariff bill removes one 
of the influences which have contributed 
much to tho discouragement of enterprite. 
Busineas men, knowing with what now 
problems thoy must now deal, poaaess a 
basis from whioh to set out with fresh- 
ened energies Railway earnings 

are distinctly improving, and tho banks 
are beginning to extend their loans, so that 
reviving hopefulness of busiDOSS mon and 
brokers throughout the country is justifiod 
by unmistakable evidences of improvement. 
To theee ploasant featuros of the business 
situation must he added the improving con- 
dition of tho Treasury." 

Tho Ago of Steel says: "Among the 
manufacturing industries of the West, in- 
clusive of Pittsburg, there is a distinco im- 
provement. The day after the passage of 
the Tariff Bill, the iron, steel and glass 
establishments of the Smoky City wore 
favored with a largo icflux of orders ; more 
works are starting up, and works running 
are gradually adding to their work- 
ing forces. Tho revival is noticoable 
even in the caae cf car Bhops, as 
shown by the re opening of the Pullman es- 
tablishment with a moderate and increasing 
number of hands, and thepreparations mak- 
ing to restart tho extensive plant of tho 
Madison Car Company. These resumptions 
signify that the railroads are beginning to 
order repairs and renewals." 

If the indications all prove reliable, and 
are followed by a renewal of good times in 
the United States, Canada, according to tho 
wonderful and myBterioua law of sympathy 
in buBineaa, will Boon participate in its ad 
vantages. It is to bo hoped that the oloud 
of depression that has been hanging so long 
over the whole of this continent will soon 
break and diaporao, and that its inhabitants, 
from North to South, will before long feel 
the revivifying warmth of the sun of proa 
parity. 

We find, too, that the genoral opinion in 
the United States is that, though the tariff 
is not so good as they would like, it is very 
far from being irremediably bad. The froo 
traders beliove that it is too proteotivo to 
bring baok goud times as soon as they would 
like to have them, and the protectionists 
affirm that there :a too much of the tree 
trade element in it to permit tho native 
industries of the oountry to prosper as they 
ought to prosper; but noitherfreo traders nor 
protectioniata condemn it without quali- 
fication. In fact aome of its bitterest 
enomiea boo good points in it. This is what 
tho New York Herald, whioh strongly and 
repeatedly denounced tho Senate's amend- 
ments, says of tho amondod tariff: 

The relief afforded by tho new tariff ia 
largo and various. In tho first placo, it 
gives the people free wool for their blaDkote, 
their carpets and their olothing. This groat 
boon alono ought to bo worth at loast $25,. 
000,000 per annum. In the last returua ut 
hand (for 1890) tho amount of raw wools 
used in American wool manufactures ex- 
ceeded 200,000,000 pounds. Tho McKinley 
duties on rawwoolawero exceedingly high, 
ranging above ten conts por pound, and the 
rovenue collected exceeded §8,000,000 a 
year. Aa the imposition of theso oxeessive 
duties on foreign wooIh raised tho price of 
all domcBtia wools from twenty-five to 
aoventy-livo per cent, ad valorem, tho coun- 
try was mulcted a vast sum annually — a Bum 
compared with which tho revenue collootod 
was small. All theso dutieB are swept away 
by tho now law and a groat impetua will be 
given to tho manufacture of woollen goods 
which ought at once, and must eventually, 
lower tho cost of clothing by at least 10 per 
cent, to every poruon in tho United States. 

It is ton soon to epoak with cortainty of 
tho effect of tho tariff law, but so far nothing 
has happened to disappoint tho expectations 
of thoBo who beliovod that its operation 
would be followed by tho happiest offoota 



bo brought to Bee him in tho light of a 
oommon felon. Ho was brought to the 
United States in an American ship of war, 
and ho claims the hospitality of the Ameri- 
can Republic Tho Republic of San Salva- 
dor must havo a very strong caae against him 
before the United States authorities will de- 
livor him up to hiB enemies, who would, it is 
moruliy certain, find a court that would con 
viot and Bentence him to death without 
losing much lime in listening to argument 
and in examining witnesses. The methods of 
Contra! American governments dc facto in 
dealing with political offenders uro neither 
ceremonioud nor dilatory. This the Ameri- 
can Government and th3 American people 
kuow well. 



A POPULIST OHIEF. 

Governor Waito ia evidently the sort of 
Chief Magistrate that tho Populist party in 
Colorado approve, for they have nominated 
him for re-oleotion. The nomination wbb 
characteristic of the party to which tho san- 
guinary Governor belongs. Although 
thoy are the moat radical of tho 
radicals and tho loudeat advocates of liberty 
to be found in tho United States, the major- 
ity of the convention which nominated Mr. 
Waito would not givo any member who at- 
tempted to propOBO any one but Waito as 
candidato_ for tho office of Govornor a hear- 
ing. Thoy howled down two or three dele- 
gates beforo thoy had time to utter the 
namea of tho mon they intended to propose. 
Tho only man who had any liberty in that 
convention was tho man who was prepared to 
vote for Waite. No ono elae had any rights 
which tho convention would think of re 
speeting. Mr. Waito during bis term has 
proved that ho is utterly unfit to bo tho 
head of tho cxecutivo in a oommunity com- 
posed of law-abidirg men. He made incen- 
diary speoohes, and he treated men who 
with arms in their bands wore resisting tho 
enforcement of the law of tho land, as if 
they were engaged in a good work, and ho 
epoke of and acted towards the federal of- 
ficers of the law as if they wore the enemies 
of the State. But he was all the time an 
ardeut Populist, and in the eyes of tho men 
of that party, the acta which showed that ho 
was opposed to the enforcement of law were 
the acts which proved him to be a fit and 
proper person to bo thoir leader.

The white and Chinese gambling elements 
in the city of Victoria are juat now engaged 
in the production of a little drama which 
will scarcely take " Friends " for u title. 
There are two or throe littlo traits so 
thoroughly ingrained into tho Mongolian 
character that no more difficulties of cir 
cumstauces afford more than a temporary 
check to them. Of these perhapa the most 
prominent is a lovo of gambling. Taking 
advantage of thia faat some time ago two 
whito firms were organized for tho purpose 
of carrying tho war into tho enemy's country 
Fan tan, tho pet weakness of tho Chinese 
gambler v/as choson as tho gamo, and noon 
tho speculative among them were treated to 
the novelty of being ablo to sit oppobito 
white doaltra who were there to " make the 
game " 

For some reason these games prosperod 
from the first, anil playing against the white 
men became a favorite fad amongst the 
slant-oyod sports. Naturally the players 
could not bo in two places at once, and soon 
tho proprietors of theoid line, purely Chin- 
ese, fan tan games began to realize that the 
foreign invadorB wero cutting a serious slice 
off a business which they had como to look 
upon aa peculiarly their own. They tried 
mild expostulation, but in vain. Then 
sterner measurea wero adopted and J, 
MacDonell, proprietor of the establish- 
ment at 41. h Fisgard street, and 
W. R. Jackson, hia neighbor, 
at 45J, were summoned for running gaming 
houtei on information laid by ono Ah Hoon, 
supposed to be in tho employ of the Chinese 
fan tan propriotora. 

Tho cases came up in tho police court and 
MacDonell was committed for trial, whilo 
tho case of Jackson is still pending. This 
move, however, failed to have tho desired 
effect, and nightly tho passer-by was greeted 
with the rattle of chips at 45J and 41J Fis- 
gard, while the Chinamen still thronged tho 
tables to the detriment of the now almost 
desorted old time games. Thsn the Mon- 
golian bankers put their heads, together in 
earnest. They would stamp out these game a 
or know the reason why. Three nights ago 
a orowd of Chinese rounders gradually 
gathered in 4 1 i- They were very quiet, 
but each man carried one or two myatorious 
littlo packages in hia hands. The game was 
at its highest and the ooins speeding gaily 
back and forth, wbon tno leader of tho mob 
raised a shrill yell. "Biff-bang!!" into 
the faces tf the whito dealers were 
hurled the packages whioh buiBt and filled 
the air with a mixture of fine ashes and pep- 
per, Astonished, bewildered and blinded 
by the dust the white men could only gatp 
whilo tho tables were ovortumed and a gen- 
eral scramble ensued for the cash. The white 
men recovered thomsolveB somewhat and 
MacDonell left hia mark on aoverul of the 
assailants as did one or two of his help. 
The misohief waa done however anel tho 
highbinder gang departed with something 
over $100 of the "bank" in their peckets. 

Tho next night the gang gave Jackson a 
turn at 45A, tho tactics being somewhat 
similar but'not bo completely successful 
owing to the fact that they wero expected 
and preparations had been made for their 
reception. Tho Chinamen succeeded at the 
expense of a few broken heads in breaking 
up the game for tho night and getting away 
with about §100 In each oaao tho police 
had seuntered along when the trouble was 
over, but took no positivo steps to provide 
against a repetition of tho fc.-ops 

Last night tho climax was reachod. Mc- 
Donell had given it out that he was ready 
for them, and they took him up. Thirty or 
forty of the toughest of Chinatown's tough 
clement filled tho room gradually. Then at a 
signal short iron bars wero whippetl out of 
wide sleeves and a rush was made on the 
tables. Though met by a determined ro- 
aistanco, weight and numbers told, over 
wont tho tables, and tho jingle of tho coins 
blended with the " thud-thud " of cluba and 
the yells of tho pigtailed mob, Tho Chi- 
namen gave way before the savage 
counter attack, and when officers 
Cameron and Perdue happened along Mac 
"onoll was holding the narrow passage that 
loads to tho stroot with two big revolvers 
shining in a very " full hand," and flying 
Chinamen could bo reen in all directions. 
But somewhere in the fleelrg crowd went 
$160 of tho white bank's money. 

Lator in tho evoning both 41J and 45} 
wero closed, and down tho street half a 
dozen Chinese fan tan games were running 
openly and in full blast.,with a business such 
ao they have not known for weeks. 

That tho numerous rows have not yot re- 
sulted in loss of life ia almost a miracle, as 
both crowds wore vtell armed and despcra'o. 
Tho Chinamen say that they "nosabbeo 
who man makeo tlubble," but it ia under- 
stood that tho war ia ono of extermination, 
and tho whito games must go.

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OFFENDERS BEWARE. 

The Officials of the Poet Office Depart- 
ment Preparing to Vindicate 
the Law. 

Writing upon Newspapers and Using 
of Cancelled Stamps to Be 
Promptly Punished. 



Post Office Inspector Flotohcr and the 
officials of hia department aro at present 
preparing for a busy season, it having been 
decided to inaugurate a crusade against 
violators of the PoBfc OHioo act. Wholesale 
prosecutions may bo looked for, for the cus- 
tom of writing short messages on news- 
papers, using faintly-canojlled Btampd over 
again, or enclosing letters with parcels or 
circulars, has developed considerable pro- 
portions in British Columbia of late. Of 
course the misdemeanor Is not so very hein- 
ous, but it is nevertheless a violation of the 
law, and the law muBt be obeyed and re- 
Bpected. 

" How aro all the folks at homo ! " is the 
sentence which is moat liable to get the 
thoughtless writers upon newspaper margins 
into trouble, for the statistics of ihe depart- 
ment show that this ia the inquiry moat fre- 
quently indited. " Write soon," or " I 
will write Boon," may bo counted aa second 
in popularity ; while " Love to all " is 
transmitted at reduced rates, contrary to 
the statute in such cases made and pro- 
vided, on macy a magtiz'ne or Sunday 
mammoth. 

The poBt office authorities have no desire 
to "bo hard on" anyone or to put well- 
meaning though thoughtless economists to 
the trouble, unpleasantness and expense of 
prosecution and punishment. Henco it la 
that they are now mailing officials warnings 
to bo prominently displayed In all the post 
officeB, sotting forth sootions 93, 9-1 and 108 
of the aot— the ones most frequently viola- 
ted—and directing publio attention to tho 
fact that under tboBe olauses Bovoral prose- 
cutions havo latoly been instituted, in one 
case (the cleaning of cancolled Btamps for 
the purpose of using them again) tho culprit 
being sentenced to imprisonment for a term 
of years. Tho intention of the department 
is to rigorously proseouto nil who may be 
detected in deliberate attempts to defraud 
the revonue— although wilfulness it will be 
noticed is not so much as mentioned In the 
sections quoted. For tho information of 
the publio they are here given : 

" Section 03. Everyone who encloses a 
letter or letters, or any writing intended to 
serve the purpose of a letter, in a parcel 
posted for the parcel post or in a packet of 
sdmples or patterns, or in a newspaper 
posted to pass as a newspaper, or in any 
mail matter sent by post not being a letter, 
shall incur a penalty not exceeding S40, and 
not less than $10 in each case. 

" Section 94. Everyone who with fraudu- 
lent intent removes from any postago stamp 
any mark that has been made thereon at any 
post office ia guilty of a misdemeanor. 

" Section 108. Every person who uses or 
attempts to ubo in prepayment of postage 
any postage stamp whioh has been before 
used for a like purpose Bhall incur a ponalty 
of not moro than $-10 and not less than $10 
for each and every such offense." 

The first of tho prosecutions in this vicin- 
ity was taken in Magistrate E. Baynos 
Reed's court at E'quimaLt on Thursday, the 
culprit, a responsible business man who had 
economized by mailing a letterwlth a printed 
circular transmitted at circular rates, being 
found guilty and fined $10 and costs. His 
plea was innocence of intention to offend, 
but it was pointed out to him that ignorance 
of the law does cot excuse. 

The carriers and third class clerks of the 
Victoria post office are still waiting and 
watching for their provincial allowance, 
whioh (owing apparently to some misunder- 
standing at headquarters) has not been paid 
f hem for two otintba P»»t Their great fear 
is thau though tho usual grant was passed 
by parliament, ftB attempt may be made to 
apportion it between" Vancouver an d Vic- 
toria, the former having been rooent.y 
croated (though not yet gazetted) a city 
offioe. This would reduco the amount of 
the allowance from $10 per month per man 
to about $6 -a cut whioh could not very 
well be sustained by tho none-too-wel'..padd 
civil Bervan'B of this branch. It ia proba- 
ble, however, that the difficulty will bo 
satisfactorily sottlod as. soou as Sir A. P. 
Caron returns to Ottawa.

Surveyor Appointed for Bureau Veri- 
tas-Gossip of the Docks 
aud Wharves. 

A press dispatch of yesterday, under Ot- 
tawa date, aays that " in tho oase of the 
British Columbia sealing schooner Wan- 
derer, whioh was brought to Viotoria by a 
United States oruiaor undor arrost and 
handed ovor to the British government on a 
ohargo of having guns and powder on board 
unsealed after she had been officially in- 
spected, tho Minister of Marino has ordered 
Colleotor Milne to hove nothing to do with 
the case. He decided that no offence had 
boen ahown and that the Wanderer had 
complied with all tho inBtruotioDS." Whilo 
this is soarcely correct, the Canadian au- 
thorities not being the ones called upon to 
determine tho Wanderer's fate, the outcome 
of the case Is rightly Btated. Roar Admiral 
StephenBon, as commandant of tho station, 
has sinco the arrival of the schooner here 
given her case, hie immediate attention, and 
yesterday his instructions were received to 
release her. It has been believed from the 
first that the Wanderer would "come out 
all right," for the offence was at n.oit a 
trifling, technical misdemeanor ; neverthe- 
less her owners have boen put to a loss of 
many thousand dollars by the vesoel's de- 
tention.! 

THE " QUADRA " RETURNS. 
The government steamer Quadra arrived 
in port laBt evening from a trip to the gulf 
where the lighthouses have been receiving 
their annual supply of coal for the fog 
alarms.

Bradstreet's to-morrow will say that 
special telegrams from the most important 
distributing points mako it plain that in 
mercantile lines trade ia fairly active, fully 
meeting the earlier and more favorable 
anticipations in a majority of instances and 
exceeding them in Borne. An inorenod 
number of interior buyers at the larger 
cities within the week haB served to stimu- 
late tho feeling of hopefulness. The week 
haa not brought unfavorable featuiea; 
Btaple prices tend unwardB except for wool. 
There ia an improvement in the demand for 
money, but rates are not bb high as uaual at 
this season, nor ia the supply of commercial 
paper aa largo. The Northwestern wheat 
carriers have arranged for noceaaary funds 
with tha Chicago banks at 5 per otnt. 
San Frauciaco reports activity in all lines of 
buaineas, with ship ownera in control of the 
ocean freight market, and wheat rates up to 
Oork for orders. The export of wheat to 
United States and Canada, both coasts 
(Hour included as wheat), amount to 3,207,- 
000 bushels during the aix buBineaa days 
ending Sept G: in the previous week the 
total was 3,420,000 bushes, but in the first 
week of Sept., 1S93, it was 4,802,000 
buahels, Tho grand totU of 83,358,000 
bushels of wheat available in the United 
States and Canada Sept. 1 is 25 per cent, 
larger than a year ago, and the heavi- 
est ptook ever held on the like date. 
Spe ulative sentiment ia " bullish," but 
the public keeps out of Wall street, and 
save in the bond list, there is little evidence 
of outside buying. Improving railroad ton- 
nage and earnings tend to support prices, 
but the lack of buyera has discouraged pro- 
fessional " bulls " and tends to increase the 
short interest in the market, without creat- 
ing any marked depreaaion in prices. The 
bond maiket is strong, with the securities 
of bankrupt roads, like Reading and North- 
ern P,c£c i he features.

R. G. Dun & Co. will say : The failures 
in August aggregated liabilities of $10,- 
139,477, of which $3 172,330 were in manu- 
facturing, and $5,073,153 in trading con- 
cerns. During tho week tho failures were 
251 in the United States against 323 last 
year, and 47 in Canada against 25 last year. 

MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE. 

Dr. Conklin a Michigan Physician, Spirited 
Away to Prevent His Appearance In a 
Harder Trial. 

CASSArOLlS, Sept.* 7.— Th!s place haB a 
mystery which promises to rival in public 
interest tho famoua Cronin caao. Dr. W. A. 
Conklin, prominent in his profesaion and 
conapicuoua in the affairs of his home oity, 
has disappeared, and the evidence of the 
police links hie disappearance with a con- 
spiracy to murder him and forever seal hie 
lips againat giving testimony in a murder 
case, whero the atory told by Conklin 
would have hastened a priaoner on the 
road to the gallows. Dr. Conklin was the 
victim of thiB conspiracy, it is thought. 
It was lato on Monday night, when a 
sharp pull at the bell brought tho phy- 
sician to the door. He opened it, and saw 
by tho flickering rays of the street lamp 
that hie caller was a man whom he had not 
met before. The call was to tho homo of a 
well known farmer five milos north of tho 
city. Giviug his caller tho assurance t h it 
he would come at onco, Dr. Conklin shut 
tho door, and going to his bedroom hastily 
drosBed and went out to hitch his horso for 
the drive. Ho was quickly speeding away, 
but no aooner had the rumbling eouod of his 
buggy wheels been succeeded by silenco than 
Mrs. Conklin was aroused by tho passing 
of other horses, driven at breakneck speed. 
She r m to the window, and peering into the 
darkness wa6 j just in timo to see two men 
disappear around a turn in tho road. With 
no thought of linking this circumstarc} with 
the absence of her husband, sho went hack 
to bH, Whon tho doctor failod to return 
at seven ia tho morning sho confided her 
foars to her neighbors, and they informed 
tie authorities, who without doluy took 
stops ro alloy if possible tho wife's fears for 
the siiny »t her husband. 

Searching p irtiea at once set cut In tho 
dlrec ion taken by Dr. Conklin, and tho first 
result whs the dlscovory that at tho farm 
house whirs tho physician had been directed 
toe til thero wasnoporson ill. Thia at once 
caused the circumstances of tho two men 
following in tho rear of tho physician to bo 
uasociated with tho mystory of his disap- 
pearance. Tho noWB of Dr. Conklin'a ab- 
sence soread far and wide, and it was soon 
recalled that for tho last week two strangers 
had bee n lurking oround tho town, and it 
came m st to light that at an early hour on 
Tuesday two mon, driving the samo 
team had been seen on the bank 
of Stono lake, about throo miles from 
the city and in the dirootion taken 
by the doc or. Tho lake was dragged from 
ono end to tho othor, but without rosult, 
and dippittchoa woro Bent to a brother in 
Manchester, Mich., which brought him to 
tho seme, and it was from hia hps that a 
strungo story was told and a motive for tho 
suspected crime waa suggested. Dr. 
Conklin was the loading witnocB in a murder 
case to ho tried in tho eastern part of tho 
state. Hia tostimony was sullicient to 
brand tho prisoner a murderer, and with 
tho lattef'a life hanging in tho balance a 
• conspiracy might havo boon planned to 
thwart justico by another murder. A largo 
reward will ho paid for facts which will un- 
ravel tho mystory or rosult In restoring tho 
doctor to the pooplo of Caepapolia and to 
his family, whoso griof is pitiable.

It is not known 
where General Lassus boarded, and the only 
oreditor who could be found yesterday was 
a furniture company whioh Bold him on tho 
instalment plan a $35 carpet for hia clfice.

ANOTHER CAPITALIZATION. 

>'ew Panama Caual .Shares to bo Issued to 
the Extent of Sixty- five Millions. 

London, Sept. 7.— A dispatch rccoivod by 
the Standard from Paris this evening says : 
" The issue of the new shares in tbe Panama 
Canal Company is fixed for the 18th. Tho 
capital is to be 65,000,000 francs, of which 
5,000,000 will be handed to Colombia for 
prolonging the concession. Forty millions 
have already been disposed of by the liqui- 
dator, whoso legal actions compelled the con- 
tractors and others associated with the old 
company to take up that amount, leaving 
about 20,000,000 to bo subscribed. The 
shareholders and bondholders of the old 
company have preference rights to subscribe. 
Tho directors include representatives of 
the Credit Lyonnaise, Credit Industrial and 
the Srciete General. Tho liquidator will 
hand overall the machinery, plant, otc, of 
the old compacy to the liquidation fund, 
getting in return fifty per cent, of tho profits 
in tho new once." 

General Barrios, the special Nicaraguan 
envoy to Great Britoin, presented his cre- 
dentials at the Foreign ollice to day. The 
General in an interview, aaid that legal 
documents were on route to Londtn 
which would show fully that tho recent 
stories of British subjects and Am- 
erican citizens at Bhiefiels, Mosquito 
torritory woro fully justified.
